but n few, they may be safely kepi in the 
collar, packed in u box in layers with nand 
or garden mould, spread among them com- 
pactly, do ns lo exclude the air. 
The sand 


or the mould should contain ju.t enough 
moidturo to prevent the cuttingd from dry- 
ing. 
Sand is recommended by hortir.ultur- 


iaU, hut I find thnt the soil of my garden 
(loco juat us well ns band ; and I simply lay 
my cuttings upon the surface of the soil in 
laycra, and cover them with earth (having 
too many to put into my cellar,) nnd they 
ore prejorved in excellent condition. 


And now let me advise all grnpe grow- 


er<s north of the latitude ol thu city of Now 
York, to lay down their vines in winter no 
matter what kind they mny be, ns our se- 
vere wintero are miking sad havoc with 
every kind of vine in ihu State and New 
EnghuiJ, and in some parts of the Weit. 
This should !>o dune in November, soon af- 
ter pruning tlia vinen. 
Simply dig a trench 


with .1 hoe, two or thrCL- inches deep. 
The 


cost is mere nothing, and the vines will 
come out in the spring in fine condition. 
If loft covered, iu thi* latitude, till April 
QOlli or Mny 1st, they fruit ag soon ns if 
taken up earlier, nnd the severe change* ol 
weather thnl somrtimes occur iu April are 
thereby rendered harmless.— Cicncisae Far- 
mer.
